Evolution of the Past 


Ages. 


ONE WILD PAIR PROGENITORS 


Savage and Ravenous as Coyotes, Curs 
Are a Constant Menace to. 
Hunters. 


LAPORTE, Pa., Oct. 24-—A family of 
wild dogs, almost as gaunt as wolves and 
as vicious as cayotes, have been discovered 
in the territory between Lopez, in this 
county, and Ricketts, in Wyoming. One 
of, the wild curs was captured the other 
day by Draper Bowman, after he had 
wounded it. It is almost as savage as a 
caltamount. 

At the time Bowman shot the animal 
there were seven others, nearly all full 
grown, that ran into the ‘“‘slushings’’ and 
went growling and snarling away. The 
dogs had been at work on a carrion body, 
the carcass of a half«grown heifer that had 
wandered wild into the woods and was 
either killed by the dogs themselves or 
sickened and gied. The captured dog—as 
were also those that were with it—is a coal 
black, about the size of an ordinary shep- 
herd, and taking on something of th® New- 
foundland. But its jaws are of the long, 
wolf-like kind, and the expression of its 
face is of a vicious, wild sort that indicates 
a life of untamable nature. Its bedy is 
long and lean, as though in excellent trim 
for running. Mr. Bowman says that the 
dogs that ran went with the swiftness of a 
deer, and that the animals are gradually 
taking on at the habits of wild beasts. 

Reports of wild dogs in the territory be- 
tween Ricketts and Lopez have been made 
by woodsmen and others for several years, 
but the belief prevailed that these animals 
were but stray creatures that had drifted 
into the woods for a seasons running after 
foxes and deer. But on two occasions last 
spring parties reported having seen a pack 
of wiid dogs deep in the torest. Qne ol 
the persons who saw them declared they 
were wolves, and for a whiie it was feared 
that in some way these much-hated crea- 
tures had again become inhabitants of 
this section. Several times trout fishermen 
camping in the wilds of a night heard the 
Birange barking of dogs in the distance, 
as though a peck were on trail of a fox, 
and once the commissary of a camping 
party, during a day’s absence along the 
stream, was robbed of all meats. Tracks 
of a half dozen dogs were seen in the mud 
about the shack. 

‘These wild curs are believed to be the 
Offspring of two dogs that were once 
owned by a hermit who lived in the wilds 
east of here. We lived in the forest for 
nearly ten years, having as his sole com- 
panions two  half-breed Newfoundland 
dogs. When the old man was taken in 
charge by the poor overseers and removed 
to the aimshouse the dogs remained in the 
woods, A 
They were even then next to wolves in 
their habits and haunts, and the wld ca- 
nines now infesting the “slushings’’ are 
doubtless the offspring of these~if, in- 
ageeu, two of the pack are not tiie original 
hermit pair. Hunters will endeavor to 
exterminate the pack before they become 
more numerous, as a matter of precaution 
aga.net deer and other game killed by the 
humerous beasts. Wild dogs, .too, are 
known to have attacked men, so that the 
territory in which they Iive holds new ter- 
rors for those who may find it necessary 
to go into that section. Farmere who have 
been in the habit of turning cattle into 
the ““slushings” in the spring for a sum- 
mer’s grazing now believe that they have 
the explanation of the loss of a number 
of steers during the past summer. A pack 
of half-starved big dogs, they say, would 
make rey of a good-sized steer. 

The indications are that dog hunting wil! 
g9 hand in hand with deer and bear hunt- 
ing in that section this fall.

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Proposes to Open Up Vast Territory 
in West Africa to Commerce by 
Means of Railroad. 


LONDON, Oct. 24.—For some time past 
the Duc de Morny has been busily engaged 


in London in making preparations of an 
expedition to West Africa for the purpose 
of opening up to commerce a vast region of 
the Dark Continent. M. de Morny left 
Londen on Wednesday for Paris, going 
thence to Madrid, where negotiations with 
respect to the Spanish protectorate of the 
distriet concerned require to be completed, 

South of Morocco and north of Senegam- 
bia is a tract of country called Advar and 
Tikna. some 300,000 square miles in extent. 
It is this territory which it is proposed to 
open to European trade by means of a! 
railway from the mouth of the Rio de Oro 
to the towns of Atar, Wadan and Shingiti. 
The Duc de Morny is enthusiastic as to 
the trade prospects of the undertaking. 

From the mouth of the Rio de Oro to 
Atar is only 152 miles, and the railway 
which it is proposed to construct would 
not only open up the Advar country, but 
would tap the immense caravan trade from 
Timbuctoo, which at present goes north to 
Morocco and Algeria, a distance of from 
10W to 1500 miles. 4 

“I am going to Advar,” said . Ge 
Morny in response to a request for deta:is 
about his personal part in the enterprise, 
Boro: 4 to conclude on the spot treaties 
wiih the Sultan of the territory. 

“Certain arrangements have been made, 
and the son-in-law of the Sultan, who /8 
the brother of the Queen of Tikna, is now 
in England vested with full authority on 
behalf of his father-in-law. Nevertheless, 
I shall go out personally to see that every- 
thing is proper and ship-shape, and I ex- 
pect that the experience will be a very 
intercsting one. 

“I shall probably start in November. The 
country is not very well known, but in 
view of the arrangements already made 
hetween the Sultan and the Advar syndi- 
cate, for which I shall be acting, I do not 
apprehend any troublesome adventures.

FORT RILEY, Kan., Oct. 2.—Roar of 
cannon, tramping of infantry, rush of cav- 
alry and the music of bugles have made 225 
square miles of the prairies of central Kan- 
sas a veritable battlefield this week. 

Twelve thousand troops, representing all 
arms of the service have been engaged in 


mimic war, the second of the great ma- 


neuvers to be held this autumn, the second 
for this post, and the largest ever executed. 
Last year’s gathering was amid cold and 


wet: this week has been marked by per- 
fect October weather and the soldiers have 
enjoyed the cheer of the finest season in 
Kansas. War’s delays were realized in get- 
ting into camp, the Missouri provisional 
regiment mot arriving here until Monday. 
The regiment is short over 100 men of its 
expected quota and has barely 570. 

“We had two difficulties,” Col. Cc. A. 
Sinclair, “in getting the troops in readi- 
ness. Many of the men could not get off 
and some of those who could had enough 
practice during the summer to last them 
for a while. They were at St. Louis and 
Kansas City during the flood, and at the 
state encampment at 8t. Joseph. In view 
of these services, they were entitled to 
consideration.’’ 

Other state troops reached here Sunday 
and Sunday night, so that by Tuesday 
morning the entire camp was organized— 
6) militia and as many regulars. After 
the regiments of state troops had been in 
camp three days their quarters looked as 
though they hed been on the ground a 
week. Gon. Bates is enthusiastic over the 
action of the troops. 

“In all the camps,’ said- he, “the con- 
duct of the men, regulars and militia, has 
been exemplary. Disorder has been wholly 
absent. The nat'onal guard takes a deep 
interest in the work, and it is hard work, 
too, from the t'me they leave home unti! 
they return. But it does them good.” 


Location Is Ideal 


Practice Ground. 

Camp William Carey Sanger—as the ma- 
neuvers headquarters two miles east of the 
post buildings and on the beautiful Pawnee 
flats has been named—has a magnificent 
locatfon and surrovndings that cou 'd 
scarcely be improved for the exemplifica- 
tion of the art of war. The Kansas river 
flows just south of the camp, the Repubii- 
can comes into it from the north to the 
west, the bluffs and rolJling prairies of the 
19,000-acre reservation make a model 
ground for operations. In additton, the 
government has leased the land of three 
townships, giving the farmers 5 cents an 
acre, whether the soldiers use their land 
or not, thus providing an area of 225 square 
miles for the movements of the troops. 
Much of this is unbroken prair'e, as the 
land is used for cattle raising and pasture. 

The camp itself spreads out on a s'ope 
and presents a perfect picture from the 
Union Pacific railway. A station has been 
located here, with four m'les of side track, 
60,000 feet of water pipes, telephones to the 
commanders’ tents, a huge commissary 
tent large enough to shelter a c'rcus, and— 
what takes the manuevers outside of reg- 
ular warfare—bath houses with hot and 
cold water! The eanitation is perfect and 
drainage has been greatly improved since 
the grounds were used last year. 


Missouri Troops’ 
Fine Location. 


The Missour! national guard is located in 
the third brigade on a slope looking to- 
ward the Smoky Hill bottoms. and just 
northeast of the old Pawnee house, the 
first capitol building of the state of Kan. 
sas. The stone walls, with those of the 
first residence built for the governor, are 
the picturesque features of the camp loca- 
tion.

You Can’t See. 


The maneuvers have been of more inter- 
est to the student of military tactics than 
to the spectator.

The war game is a problem play. It ts 
not «a show; it is a sohool.

**If he had taken it by mouth its 
fiction would have been felt in 
about two hours; if by the hypo- 
dermic needle in about ten min- 
utes. (Mr. Blair 3 been talking 
sleepily to a reporter for more than 
& half hour before he collapsed.) 
His stomach was _ thoroughly 
Gleaned, but I am unable to say 
whether there was morphine in its

It had come to him in such 
form that he had been moved to write a 
etter to President Francis offering, on con- 
dition that if the officials of the World's 
Fair believed the rumors to be true, to re- 
sign the most lucrative post he had ever 
held—that of counsel to the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition Co., salary $18,000 a year. 
Yet he had remained the same cool, clear- 
minded, resourceful Blair, had exhibited 
no signs of disquiet or fear. He had spoken 
‘n public on his favorite topics of ethics in 
civic affairs and business with. the same 
forcefulness and sincerity which had char- 
acterized his thousand previous public ut- 
terances and had made engagements to 
lecture on Monday, Oct. 14, before a club 
in Kirkwood on ‘‘Morals in Business.”

“My accident has held me back one week | 
from proceeding against certain people who 
have been trying by devious Ways to as- 
assassinate my character.

All who were about him heard unly his 
persistent cry for vindication and of his 
determination to pursue his enemies even 
as he had been pursued. The lecture at 
Kirkwood on ‘Morals in Business’ was of 
necessity postponed. The World's Fair ex- 
ecutive committee had considered his tenta- 
tive letter of res gnation and referred it to 
the board of directors, who referred it back 
with power. 

The Post-Dispatch told the story of his 
accident and rumor told it again in grossly 
exaggerated form. By Monday of the fol- 
lowing week. although he was still suffer- 
img severely from hfs injury, Blair could 
not rest at home. We demanded to be tak- 
en to St. Louis, that he might begin the 
prosecution of his defamers. 

Tne private car “Kinloch” of the Subur- 
ban line, was sent to his home. Accom- 
panied by his wife, his physician and sev- 
eral friends, he came into the city. The 
car was transferred from the Suburban to 
the Transit lines and run to the four 
Courts. 

The journey had almost exhausted his 
slight store. of strength. He was unable 
to endure the great exertion needed to 
reach the office pf the prosecuting attorney 
and so was earried into the office of the 
capatin of the Central police district. Mr. 
Dalton was summoned and to him Blair 
made a Gemand for a warrant against 
Eugene C. Brokmeyer, the editor of a 
weekly publication in which some part of 
the Blair story has been printed.

He was in such a pitiable condition that 
‘t was impossible for him to pursue the 
raatter and he abandoned the effort, saying 
that his attorneys would be sent to Mr.

While they were yet talking, Blair col- 
lapsed and many minutes é¢lapsed before the 
efforts of his physician were rewarded by 
his return to consciousness. The faces of 
the group around him grew white with ap- 
prehension. They feared that the story had 
reached a tragic end, but there were other 
chapters to be written. 

Whey he had recovered consciousness and 
some measure of strength, he was carried 
back to the Kinloch and the physician or- 
dered the car run at h'gh speed to the Mis- 
souri Baptist Sanitarium on Taylor ave- 
nue. 

The strain of the journey, added to the 
events of the past weeks, had been too 
great for Blair. One fainting fit followed 
another and it was only a limp rag of a 
man they lifted from the car and carried 
into the hospital. 

He rallied slowly, and after a night of 
agony for him and unforgetable anxiety 
for those who loved him, and those wh» 
stood by him in his need, he was taken 
again on the private car to that beautiful 
‘Stancote,’’ where he had seemed to be so 
happy before the cloug had gathered about 
him.

Then, too, a deed of trust was filed for 
record, making public the fact that almost 
a year ago he had borrowed $50,000 upon 
his beautiful country home. 

The clouds about him were very black. 
The incredible, on the support of the 
Strange facts which have been recited, 
became credible to these who had tried to 
stop the mouth of rumor. From a city full 
of men and women who had doubted the 
possibility of trouble involving Blair, his 
friends had dwindled to a faithful few. to 
those who in all hours, bright or black, 
are staunch. 


Asked Folk to 
Investigate. 


When he was able to sreak to the re- 
porters of the Post-Dispatch, Blair said. as 
he had constantly said to all those who 
approached him from the beginnirg of the 
trouble, that he courted investigation: that 
he had seen Circuit Attorney Joseph W. 
Folk and asked thet the Blair story be pre- 
sented to the grandjury. and that it was 
on his request that the grandjury investi- 
gation was undertaken. 

In this he was in error, says the circuit 
attorney. Other Influences had been at 
work. Adverse conditions had brought the 
matter to Mr. Folk’s attention, and for 
weeks one of the attaches of his office had 
been preparing to present the matter. Eu- | 
gene C. Brokmeyer was usmmoned to tell 
the story as he knew it, and the sources of 
his information. James T. Roberts was 
gummoned, and Roberts is a character of 
great prominence in the story. 

Roberts is an attorney with a talent for 
the investigation of cases involving de- 
teclive abilities. He was once a stenogra- 
pher and a lawyer's clerk. He worked. for 
Blair and for Sedden and Blair. The Post- 
Dispatch had iong known him as a person 


claiming to have the true facts concerning | 


what has been knuwn and what has here 
heen called ‘‘the Blair story.’ He hed vis- 
ited the editorial rooms of the Post-Dis- 
patch and had offered to sell his tinforma- 
tion to this newspaper. 


Roberts Tries to 
Sell a Story. 


He said that he had aided persons in the 
East to recover large sums of money which 
had been loaned by them in St. 
the advice of Blair; that these persons in 
the Kast were indebted to him for the sum 
of $6000 for his services in their behalf, and 
that if he were paid $0000 or a large part of 
that sum that he would disclose to the 
Post-Dispatch the true and complete story. 

His offer was declined. Yesterday the 
Globe-Democrat printed James T. Roberts’ 
story. In thia publication he told of his 
employment in the office of James L. Blair 
and of Seddon & Blair for a period of about 
one year, and of hig familiarity with the 
office subsequently, as, he says, he was 
frequently sent for t6 do small tasks. in 
the course of his connection he claims to 
have discovered documents that were 
forged. 

A slight accident placed tn his possession a 
paper which aroused his suspicion and for 
several years, he claimed, he searched the 
office to find other papers that might also 
be irregular. He says that he examined 
papers which were in Blair's safe and dis- 
covered an ingenious esystem by which 
certificates of title were altered, and fictiti- 
ous names inserted. 

The allegations made by Roberta and 
sweepingly denied by Blair, is that he dis- 
covered a system of fraud in Blair's of- 
fice, which he says was devised to de- 
celve persons who made loans to St. Louts 
borrowers.

Circumstan- 
es which he does not narrate placed him 
m unfriendly terms with Blair and he 
then determined to make use of the infor- 
mation which te says he gathered only to 
satisfy his curiosity. 

He went to New York. He called upon 
Evans Dick and endeavored to present his 
facts. He had an interview with Mr. Dick's 
attorneys, who he says, adviged Mr. Dick 
to consider h’s story seriously. He says 
that Dick procured the services of George 
&. Graham, former district-attorney of 
Philadelphia. and that he, Roberts. Evans 
Dick and George 8. Graham came to Bt. 
_ Louis; that the facts which he had gathered 
| were broucht to the attention of Blair by 
Dick and Graham and that a large. sum of 
money was recovered with promises of ad- 
ditonal sums, the whole agrregating 
$340,000. 


Refunding to 
the Blow Estate. 


Roberts also says that he ascertained 
there wer? irregularities in egme of the 
securities which formed a part of the Blow 
trust estate for which James L. Blatr and 
EB. 8. Robert are trustees, that he brought 
these matters to the attention of E. 8. 
Robert and was told soon afterward that 
responsibie parties had paid $3,000 to the 
Blow estate in correction of the irregular- 
ities he disclosed. 

Finally. Mr. Roberts says, all of the 
trangactions which he described and char- 
acterized as irregular occurred mvure than 
three years ago, which, under the law, 
bars criminal prosecution of the person 
responsible for the commission of them. 

“The lLlair story’ was new disclosed to 
the public. Rumor was -crystalized. Le- 
fore the earliest workmen had begun their 
day's toil on Saturday, reporters were on 
their way withethe published statement of 
James T. Roberts to ‘“Sctancote.”’ Blair 
had recevered from the great weakness 
which followed his accident and his effort 
to begin the prosecution of those who 
publishei what rumor said. He was able 
to see the reporters. Walking feebly with 
the aid of a crutch, he came from his room 
to greet them. He read the story of James 
T. Roberts with cure to every detail and 
when he had finished he lighted a cigar- 
eite and asked the reporters if they were 
ready to take his statement as he dictated 
it. 

It was the old James L. Blair, somewhat 
worn by the experiences of the past week, 
not so pink and fit as was his wont, but 
cool, calm and ready. 


Blair Makes 

Sweeping Denial. 

“I have read Mr. Koberts’ statement,”’ he 
said. “It is a tissue of fa'sehoods woven 
about a few grains of facts.”’ 

Then his anger blazed, and in biting sen- 
tences he denounced James T. Roberts. It 
was some moments before he recovered his 
polse and could make an analysis of the 
charges. Then he suid: 

“Now as to the statement. Stripped of 
its ‘it is said’ and its circumstantial state- 
ments of the doings and sayings of other 
people, who are either dead or out of the 
city, and of narrative of things which are 
said to have taken 
Roberts does not pretend to have been pres- 
ent, the statement amounts to this: 

‘1. The charge that I, by means of forged 
securities, procured from Dick Bros. of 
Philadelphia the sum of $340,000. 

‘2. That I looted the Blow estate to the 
extent of $63,300. 

“Both of these statements are absolutely 
false. 

“It will be observed that Mr. Roberts 
himself refers to a telegram from Mr. Gra- 
ham, attorney for the Dicks of Ph lade phia, 
stating that ‘there was no criminal conduct 
on the part of Blair in their cases.’ 

“It will also be observed that there is 
no statement from Mr. Robert, my co- 
| trustee in the Blow estate, as to any im- 
proper conduct on my part In that estate. 
| ‘The purported copies of altered title cer- 
tifcates. interest. notes, ete., as printed 
this\morning, I have never seen or heard 
‘of before. They may have been made by 
Mr. ye) aga the purpose of making his 
story salable or they may not. Certainly 
they were not made by me. 

‘The public must judge after the grand- 
jury have finithed their investigation. 
| “Upon the face of Mr. ‘Roberts’ state- 
ment, which, for more than a month, he 
has been trying to sell to the various news- 
papers of St. Louis, it must be apparent 
that there is animus to injure. Doubtless 
he has obtained his price, but it may prove 
@ very dear investment for the journal that 
buvught it. 

“The only corroborative evidence Mr. 
Roberts produces is eiiher tn the form of 
papers which are in no way brought home 
to me or in statements in the form of 
hearsay, quotations from dead men and 
absentees. For the present the public 
must turn on its own estimate of its 
value. 


Will Go Before 
the, Grandjury. 


“It will be observed that Roberts was 
constantly examining my books, as he says. 
He has not been in my employ in 16 years. 
If, as he mys, he examined my books, it 
was surreptitiously, and such matter as ne 
has taken from them was such only as 
suited his purpose. 

“The grandjury investigation is being 
made at my request, and after all the wit- 
nesses have been examined I will produce 
to that body my books and make & state- 
ment. I have so notified the circuit attor- 
ney of my desire.”’ 

Before he concluded his statement, Mr. 
Blair had grown calm and careful of his 
words. He reiterated his determination to 
secure a vindication in the courts. 


Statement of an 
Estate Trustee. 


During ile quay a constant stream of vis- 

itors were at “Stancote,”” reporters and 
friends. They ‘brought him papers, Many 
copies of the Globe-Democrat containing 
the Roberts story, copies of the Post-WVis- 
patch, wherein appeared a statement from 
Edward 8.

Process for Its Manufacture. 


A new process for the product.on of alu- 
minum and one that is said to be cheaper 
and much more practical than the one now 
in use, has been discovered vy H. F. 


Mo., the} Schwahn of St. Louis, who has succeeded 
lin securing 
land putenis nave peen granted or appfied 


patents in the Unilied psiates 
for in al the countries of Kurope. 

The d'siinctuuve point of mer.t is the pro- 
duction of aluminum from common ciay. 
Mr. Schwahn has an experimental plant 
in operation at No. 4309 North ssroadway. 
A common clay, wh.cn is found in Mis- 
sourl, is used, and cosis, delivered at tne 
piant, $1 a ton, 

The cost of the clay which alum'num is 
made under the electrolyt'c pracess is $15 
a ton, and is only found in iemoie paris 
of the United States and in parts of Eu- 
rope. 

Besides producing aluminum it a!so pro- 
duces several va uable intermediate pro- 
ducts, wh'ch have a market value and a 
constant demand. 

MANY MINOR PRODUCTS.’ 

Sulphuric acid is one of these products. 
Aluminum sulphate is another which is be- 
ing extensively used in medicinal produc- 
tions. Other products are a water pur'fier 
and settler and a substitute for alum and 
cream of tartar. 

The pyro-chemical process makes alumi- 
num at such a cheapening of cost that it 
will stimulate the consumption of the 
metal and a low its use for many purposes 
which the hitherto high pr‘ce has made 
prohibitory. 

Schwahn admits that the cost under his 
rocese is less than lv cents a pound. Just 
ow much he refra‘ns from mentioning. He 
says he w'll be able to reap a princely in- 
come by selling it at 20 or cents a pound.

Twenty-five out of 28 
members of the House of Delegates took 
bribes each. Seven members 
were given from _ $10,000 
to $17,500 each for their votes. One coun- 
cilman took $25,000 from opposing interests 
to vote against the franchise; then ac-

cepted from the promoter $50,000 to vote in 


favor of the measure. ‘Upon receipt of 
to the man who gave it to him, saying 
that he could not keep it, as he did: not 
think he could ‘honestly’ earn ‘t by voting 
Upon reflection he like- 
wise returned the $50,000. with the sugges- 
tion that $100,000 was the dignified amount 
he wanted. In the hope of receiving this 


he voted for the bill, and finally after many 


tnals and tribulations he succeeded in 
etting $5000. These seven members of the 
ouncil were paid a regular salary of $6000 
a year each by street railroads to serve 
them instead of the peonie. The promoter 
got his franchise, which cost him a quarter 
of a million dollars in bribes, and gold -it 
for $1,200,000. The city received not a cent 
for all the streets given away. The pro- 
moter obtained‘his franch se from the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, and also got five years 
in the, penitentiary from a jury for bribery. 
“An ordinance to Iight the city was 
bribed through the House of Delegates 
for 347.500. The bargain was made on the 
floor of the House of Delegates between the 


mribe-giver and the combine of bribe-takers, 


The money was g ven to one of the com- 
bine, and after the meeting these pubdiic 


members and divided the plunder. On an- 
other franchise there 19 officials members 
of the combine, received $2000 each for their 
votes. For still another franchise the com- 
hine of the House of Delegates demanded 
$75,000, which was put in a lock box of a 
trust company. one key being held by the 
representative of the ra'lroad and the other 
by the agent of the combine, the agree- 
ment being thst .the. money was. to - be 
turned over to the members of the combine 
in the House of Delegates when the ordi- 
nance should be pasted. This $75.000 is in 
the jock box now, having been caught be- 
tween the lines. and has been produced in 
court during the trials. Another corrup- 
tion fund of 360.000 is in a lock box In an- 
other »trust company. put there by th's 
railrond for members of the City Council.

When the first demand was made for the 
returm of Kratz by Circuit Attorney Folk, 
President Roosevelt was unable to give 
this guarantee. He is now able to give it. 

The new treaty was passed with this 
step in view. The investigation of the 
Post-Dispatch and interviews of its repre- 
sentatives with officials of the Mexican 
, sovermment established this as virtually 
the only mneans by which the return could 
be aecomplished.

From here the milk is run over 
im aerator, or cooling machine. From the 
aerator it runs into another large tank 
or vat, where it is perpetually stirred by 
an automatic device to keep the milk 
from creaming. The milk Is then run off 
into bottles. 

Every large dairy carries a quantity of 
surplus milk and this surplus milk is 
dumped into a large revolving churner and 
converted into butter. The milk sold tn 
wholesale quantities is not subjected to any 
of this process, but is mere’y kept in the 
large cans in a great ice chest unt{! ready 
for delivery. Then there are the ice cream 
and various other departments, “You can 
readily see,’ said this particular dealer, 
“that we cannot compete in a wholesale 
way with the firm that does not xO to the 
expense of purifying its milk, but who, on 
the contrary, colors thin milk to make it 
appear rich, for the reason that he can gel] 
milk appararently for a less price than can 
the honest dealer. You would be surprised 
if vou knew the many dtfferent ways in 
which milk is being aduiterated. Mi'k that 
falls far below the standard required py 
the ordinance is so skilfully colored that 
when it reaches the consumer it looks far 
richer than the milk of the finest cow. 

“Milk that is on the verge of being sour 


is doped with a preservative and remains 
apparently pure and sweet. The thick. rich 
cream offered to the consumer is very often 
only thin miik filled with gelatine or 
starch. And in a hundred other ways milk 
which is deficient and abso'utely dangerous 
to health is being boucht by thousands of 
families every day. An ordinance such as 
in operation at the present time not only 
protects the consumer, but it enables the 
dealer to reap the benefit of a fair and 
equal competition, which has proved inipeg- 
sible where no regulation fixing the qual. 
ity of milk sold is in force. The oniy hupe 
for any improvement in the milk conditions 
is an absolutely fair and tmpartial anforce- 
ment of the provsions of the ordinance as it 
it now exists.’’

ing to purify the m'lk consumption of nore 
than 600,00. 2 ‘opie, is aided in his work bv 
two assistai.ts.

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SAVING THE WASTE OF BRAINS, 


The town of Norway in Oxford County, Me., has only about 
but it has among them a larger proportion of 
scientific workers in high standing than any other town in the 
world, 

Among its scientific investigators well and favorably known 
already and becoming more so, are George C. Leavitt, president 
of the Society for Scientific Research; C. G, True, curator 
phanerogamic botany; H. A. Anderson, curator vertebrate zoo- 
logy; D. 8. Smith, secretary 8. I. 8. 8., and a half dozen others 
of equal standing 

The town of Norway also includes in its population George R. 
Howe, a man who has no title and no particular standing. 
His photograph indicates that he is about 40 years old, that 
he knows a great deal and that he has what was anciently 
called a “benignant vein of wit.” 

It is now five years since he made a discovery. He found to 
his own satisfaction that the bare-legged boys running about 
the town in summer and getting into all manner of mischief, 
had brains as good as the brains of college professors. He 
also discovered that they were getting into mischief with these 
brains chiefly because they had nothing else to get into. 

What he knew how to do was to get them into something 
else. He stripped away the difficulties created by hard words 
to prevent brains from getting at facts. He turned the village 
boys of Norway loose on the surrounding country to find 
out all they could find out about everything in it so that they 
could “know the world.” 

In five years they have made collections in nearly every de- 
partment of scientific research which excite the envy and ad- 
miration of such professional scientists as Prof. Smith of Yale, 

The photographs they have taken direct from nature are in 
themselves an illustration of the great possibilities of a field 
as yet. hardly occupied. A single collection, made from a single 
stream to illustrate the zoology of the region, is valued at 
$5000. 

None of these Norway scientists is yet 20 years old. They 
have had five years of the work and they “are keener for it 
than at the beginning.” 

As for Mr. Howe, he still thinks that they could not have 
been better employed than in getting at “the unimpeachable 
facts of nature.”

AN EMPIRE IN 


THE BUILDING — 


Alaska being a topic of the hour, there 
is timely interest in the story told by 
William R. Stewart in the current World's 
Work of its wonderfully rapid develop- 
ment. The whoie vast stretch of the 
far Northwest, Canadian as well as Amer- 
ican, is now repeating the wonder-story 
of California’s magical growth. 

Within a year or two Alaska will be trav- 
ersed by railroads almost from end to end. 
Nome, the western terminus of the railroad 
System of northwestern Alaska, is already 
a city of 25,000 popu.ation. The railroad 
tracks that run to Nome are furthest 
north of all the world; they are almost 
within the arctic circle. Nome has good 
hotels, daily papers, banks, electric lights, 
telegraphs and telephones—in short, a com- 
plete outtit of civilization. It is connected 
by cable with St. Michae!s and by tele- 
graph with Dawson and Skagway. 

When the railroads now building and pro- 
jected are completed it will only need a 
“ort northern spuyp from Russia’s great 
Siberian railroad to give all-rail communi- 
cation from New York to Paris. 

Meantime, Dawson is the city to which 
all railroad building leads. Dawson has 
1200 population, and its municipal equip- 
ment includes all modern improvements. 
Its assessment for taxation is over $11,000,- 
000. It is now installing a $5,000,000 water 
Supply plant. 

The Yukon river is open to navigation 
from May to October, and 4 stern-wheel 
steamboats ply between Dawson and St. 
Michael's, covering the 1600 miles in about 
ten days. 

Primarily the railroads so far have been 
built to tap the enormous mineral wealth 
Of Alaska and the Canadian Yukon. But 
contrary to old notions, there is immense 
agricultural and forest wealth to be devel- 
oped in the Hudson Bay, North Saskatche- 
wan and Peace River districts. Nearly a 
thousand miles north of the boundary be- 
tween Alaska and the Canadian northwest, 
in the valley of the Peace river, wheat, 
barley and oats are grown in quantities 
limited only by the number of farmers. 
The most northerly roller-process flour mill 
On the continent has just been built at Ver- 
milion. The wheat which took the frst 
prize at the Centennial exhibition of 1876. 
at Philadelphia, came from the Peace river 
country, which is estimated to contain 
more than 15,000,000 acres of good grain- 
growing soil. 


Marvelously Rapid Development of Alaska and the Canadian Northwest— 


From New York to Paris by All Rail in Sight—American In- 
fluence Predominant on the Canadian Side. 


The postal service of this empire in em- 
bryo is a wonder, Mai! steamers leave the 
Pacific coast daily, bringing bags from 5it- 
ka, Skagway, Nome and other points b) 
all manner of means—wagons, dog-sled®, 
etc. Russian reindeer carry the sacks over 
frozen lakes and snow-covered hills with 
remarkable rapidity. The highest-salariec 
postal official in the world serves In Alas- 
ka. He is paid $25,000 a year for carrying 
the mail nightly to Fort Yukon, providing 
his own dogs and sleds for the purpose. 
Alaska has now upward of 100 post offices, 
. nd mails are collected and delivered regu- 
larly beyond the arctic circle. 

The fisheries of Alaska are rich beyond 
calculation. Its cod banks are believed 
to equal in wealth those of New Found- 
land. More than half of our entire salmon 
product is Alaskan, and last year it was 
Worth $7,000,000—exactly what we paid Rus- 
sia for the whole territory. 

The winters of Alaska are less rigorous 
‘than those of Wyoming or Montana, and 
horses and cattle are worked there without 
fear of being frozen. The cold is intense, 
but there are no storms. Except on the 
coast of Behring sea all the hardy vege 
tables are grown with marked success 
hroughout Alaska and the Canadian You- 
kon, south of the arctic circle. 

AS a@ measure of Alaska’s growth it Is 
noted that her total foreign trade, all 
she bought and all she sold, in 1892, was 
less than $29,000 in value, while for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last it reached 
& total of $35,000,000. 

American and British settlers are push- 
ing steadily north Into this great territory 
in about equal numbers, and Mr. Stewart 
says that ‘‘the entire Canadian Northwest 
js already more American than British 10 
its administrative system.”’ 

President Roosevelt, speaking at Seattle 
in Muy last, predicted that men now living 
“would see Alaska one of the greatest 
and most populous States of the entire 
Union."” It may be that it will become too 
great and populous for one State, or even 
for two.. Its area is larger than that of 
eighteen of the present States of the Union, 
including New York, Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia, Indiana, Louisiana and Maine... To 
use another comparison, Alaska includes 
more territory than the British Isles, 
France, Germany, Portugal and Belgum all 
put together. The future of such an im- 
perial domain must be ‘great indeed! 
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AT 100 MILES AN HOUR. 


The German engineers are spending a 
largé amount of time and money on expert- 
ments whose aim is the production of an 
electric or steam locomotive which can run 
100 miles an hour, says the Engineering 
News. According to a cable dispatch they 
succeeded last week for the first time in 
reaching 100 miles an hour speed; but the 
question which naturally suggests itself to 
railway engineers in the United States 18, 
who wants to travel at such speeds? Side 
by side with the speed records of this Ger- 
man experiment we would the 
sion which took plaice on location ot 
distant signals ut the recent meeting of the 
Railway Sigrneling reported in our 
last issue. ‘The signal engineer of a lead- 
ing railroad there stated that had not 
been able to work satisfactorily a mecnanl- 
‘al signal with a greater of whi:

It is well known 
run with safety under the 
system the spacing of the distant signa! 
from the home must be proportioned to the 
speed of the fastest trains. The distant 
signal tells the engine runner that the home 
signal stands at danger and that he must 
stop his train before reaching it, and 
faster the train Is running the further back 
must this information be given him. With 
present train speeds it is not uncommon tv 
place the distant signal 2500 feet back of 
the home; and if this is a proper distance 
for 60-mile an hour trains, than i100 miles an 
hour the distant signal ought to be placed 
at least 7300 feet back. 

But trains are run a large share of the 
time when the signal cannot be made out 
at 1000 feet, or anything like that distance 
They are often run when a semaphore can- 
not be clearly seen till one is within, say, 
200 feet. Under such conditions the engéme 
runner would have just one and one-halt 
seconds to decide whether his train were 
dashing on to safety or destruction. 

Numerous other considerations might be 
cited to show that, whether it be practica- 
ble or not to attain 100 miles an hour in a 
burst of speed, ft is not practicable on rail- 
ways carrying a general traffic to rin 
traing at speeds very much in excess of the 
highest now attained.

man. He boodied. He sold the people's 
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rights and pocketed the money.. And worse 
than that, he got away with his spoil when 
hia sin was found out. By all the laws that 
govern good stories, he should have either 
had the money taken away ffrom him, and 
suffered excruciatingly from the pangs ot 
remorse; or the ill-gotten wealth should 
have been a curse to him, and brought him 
all sorts of disaster. Nothing of the kina 
happened. Perhaps, had the money been 
taken from him, he would have suffered 
the pangs of remorse; but as it is he, ac- 
cording to all reports, sleeps well and en- 
joys his meals. And instead of bringing 
him disaster, the fruits of his crime are 
fast making him a wealthy man. 


Kratz was one of the somebodies of Guadalajara. 
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But that may be explained on the 
grounds that he is in Mexico, and the Mex- 
ican moral code may be different from ours 
Besides, Kratz tn Mexico is not a boodler. 
om is an American capitalist, come to de- 
velop the resources of that country. 
Strangely unlike our own virtuous citizens, 
the Mexicans do not demand the pedigree 
of every dollar that is offered to them.

As the bood- 
ler of a paltry $50,000 he might soon be 
forgotten; but fate blended 
his destiny with that of two great repub-

out any special exertions on his own part, 


and with absolutely no mertt, he has been 
the cause of revising the extradition treaty 
between this country and Mexico. Volumes 
of diplomatic correspondence have been 
written around him. He defied the efforts 
of the greatest nation on earth to bring 
him to justice. From his sanctuary on 
the other side of the Rio Grande he has 
scoffed at the efforts of our  tre- 
mendous circuit attorney to drag 
him back for trial and stood un- 
scathed, safe in the inner mazes 
of that diplomatic red tapé with which 
governments encumber themselves and de 
feat justice. He might easily be developed 
into a casus belli and plunge the two re- 
publics into a bloody and expensive war, 
and even ae it is, he ‘s safe of a chapter 
in the histories of each.

Reciprocity With United States, Once 
Easily to Be Had, Now 
Remote.

WINNIPEG, Man., Oct. &%—The dele- 
gates of the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation passed through Winnipe,; today 
on their return journey from the coast. 

They have spent a month in inspecting 
the resources and development of the 
West, and in gaining by personal inquiry 
an idea of the exact requirements in lines 
of goods they are prepared to supply. 

They are naturally full of enthusiasm at 
what they have seen. It has been an eye- 
opener to the East, cut off in Canada from 
the West by 700 miles of barren rock. Some 
talk of building warehouses through the 
West; others of adding to their factories 
in the Bast in preparation for the enor- 
mously enlarged demand that they see is 
inevitable in. the near future. 

“We need not worry about foreign mar- 
kets,"’ said one, “as soon as the prairie 
gets filled up a bit.”’ 

There is no doubt that the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association has gained con- 
trol of the Conservative machine, and the 
next government shuffle is likely to see 
increased duties all around, but particu- 
larly on those manufacturers that comme into 
diregt competition with the output of the 
association.

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EAH OF WAR AND

These May Lead to Lively Markets in 
Grain and Violent Changes 
in Value.

Between fears of war abroad and finan- 
clal troubles at home, the American spec- |

And as one of 
these would favor the bu!l and the other the 
bear, the present indications are for ex- 
ceedingly lively markets and _ violent 
changes in value, if these conditions, which 
now are largely prospective, become actual 
living issues. Such being the case, it be- 
hooves the writer on market matters to 
Steer a cautious and conservative course, 
simply noting the conditions that develop 
in the situation without attempting to infiu- 
ence his reader’s mind and operations. It

I should like to remark, however, that 
outside a possible war or even a war scare, 
the -existing conditions in wheat do not 
appeal to me as in any way more bullish 
than they have been for several weeks past 
or since early in September, when I 
pointed, out the danger of a market in 
which prohibitive prices had cut down ac- 
tual requirements so greatly as to con- 
vert a bullish legitimate situation into a 
bearish one, without sufficient speculation 
on the buying side to offset the lacking 
bullish legitimate coditions. There is no 
evidence as yet of an increase in domestic 
or foreign requirements, nor outside short- 
scare advances over fears of war, any up- 
ward improvement and strength in foreign

NEW YORK, Oct. 2%4.—Rather than sur- 
render one of her two children, as recom- 
mended by the referee in he husband's dl- 

‘ worce suit, Mrs. Elbridge Gerry Snow, Jr.. 
_@pirited away both children last Wednesday 
/ fight as soon as she heard her husband 
was to have the custody of one child. Her 
apartment in the Rochelle, in No. 57 West 
fieventy-fifth street, was locked last night | 
and no longer echoed with the sound of 
children’s voices. Mra Snow had taken none 
‘of the employes into her confidence and 
had gone quietly to New Jersey, where she 
‘ will be outside the jurisdiction of any court 


of this state. 

In last June the famfly war of the Snows 
wes revealed when the husband tried to 
gerve a writ of habeas corpus on his wife 

‘ gompelling her to produce the children in 
i‘ gourt. The writ was served only after 4 
four-day siege. Mrs. Snow was practically 
/@ prisoner in the Rochelle, and when she 
' @44 appear finally in the street the seum- 
mons tn @ divorce suit was served on her. 

Rut the details of the suit did not be- 
come public. Snow's eounsel, Isaac Bell 
Brennan, oonferred with Mra. Snow's at- 

torney, and Snow said he, wished the pro- 
ceedings to be as secret as possible. He 
even said the decree would be awarded to 
her. so that no stigma would be attached 
to the mother of his children. With this 
agreement Forbes Hennessey was appoint- 
ed referee and considered the evidence. The 
husband agreed to shoulder all blame, and 
about three days ago Hennessey made his 
report. He recommended a decree, but rec- 
ommended that the custody of the children 
should be divided. This was at the request 


of the husband, 

It was stipulated that each parent should 
gee the other’s charge whenever desirous 
of doing so.

Aside from this their life is un- 
eventful. 

In order to break into their monotony and give them a reward for their 
industry Indian Agent Malin infrequently allows them to revive old cus- 
toms and traditions and amusements.

Gum Trees Will ‘Save the World From Wood Famine and Other Evils. 


t'sts, is going to be saved from an 

impending famine of wood, swampy 
countries are to be made healthful and 
deserts haiitable, all by the cultivation of 
gum trees—called the most useful of all 
trees. 

You may have suspected that a famine 
of wood was threatened, knowing that 
prices for it have not yet advanced end 
that there are tens of thousands of square 
miles of virgin forest in. the mountain re- 
gions of tre West and the North. 

But learned men (foresters and pubtic- 
ists) have known it for years. Estimating 
the milions of cords that are being burned 
annually, they figure that it will no be 
many generations till wood will be as scarce 
everywhere as it is in parts of the great 
prairies, where they have to ure young 
saniipes two or three inches through to 
build their homes with. 

The gum trees are equally well known as 
er ecalyptus, or the eucalypts. Thev are 
hardwoods of remarkahly rapid growth an? 
pecullar quvities, 

Great forests of these trees are being 
planted on every continent and eepecially 
on this continent. This Important st» 
has been taken largely as a recult of the 
work of Baron Ferdinand von Mueller, gov- 
errment botanist of Victoria, Austrailia, 
who has provhesied that “eugalypts are 
ce tined te play a prominent pert for all 
time to come In the e.lvan culture of vast 
tracts pt the globe.” 

‘To that prediction this eminent seclentist 
added the significant be:’ef that for hard- 
wood supplies, for sanitary measures and 
for beneficent climate changes many of 
fhe countries of the earth would have tv 
rely on eucalypts during uncountable pe- 
ea el 

in view of thie kk w an interesting fat 
that the evealyptus has been planted mors 
vatenaively in America than any other ¢.- 
otic ferest - tree, 


T HE world. according to learned scien- 
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Among other tmportant things eucalypts 
are held by foresters to be unequaled 
as a forest cover, as wind-brakes. as shade 
trees, as a rfource of timber, fuel, o'l and 
honey, and as improvers of climate. 

When they are five to seven years old 
groves of blue gum or manna gum may 
be cut to the ground for fuel, and they 
my be cut every six or e’ght years there- 
afier. The yiel@ from each cutting is com- 
monly from fifty to seventy-five cords of 
four-foot wvod per acre. 

One lIf-acre grove between Los Angeles 
and Compton set in 1880 and cut for the 
third time in June, 1900, produced 1360 
cords, unm average of 80 cords of four-foot 
wood per acre. 

In California the leaves as well as the 
wood are utilized for fuel purposes. A Los 
Angeles company ‘is making for market 
bricks composed of blue gum leaves and 
twigs mixed with crude of), and the prod- 
uct is reported to be an excellent fuel for 
domestic use. The entire tree is thus util- 
ized, according to a statement by V. E. 
Crme in the Sclentific American. 

The phenomenally rapid growth of these 
trees hus been demonstrated im the groves 
of Ellwood Cooper, near Santa Barbara, 
Cal., where blue gums planted 2% years 


“ago are as large as oaks whore rings show 


them to be 900 years old. 

Word comes through American con<uls 
that eucalypts seem destined to revolu- 
tienize sylviculture in France, Algeria, 
Italy, Spain, Cors'ca, Portugal, Cape Col-, 
ory and the Transvaal. 

The uses made of eucalyptus timber are 
remarkably divarse. It enters into the con- 
struction of bulldings, ships, bridges raf'- 
r pers. teleeriph ines, fences, paving 
velicles, agricultural implements. 
ture, barrels and a great variety >7 
articles.

Where Are the Greenbacks? 


Of the old issue ‘‘greenbacks” which have 
been doing service for over 40 years no estimate 
can be made of the value of what has disap- 
peared until years after their issue has been 
retired. Among the unaccounted for are $500 
and $10,000 notes, none of which have been issued 
for many years. Any part of this series that Its 
missing as indicated from bank reports is 
clased as “in circulation,’’ where $169,000,000 is 
attributed and where they are not proportion- 
ately represented among the circulating notes, 
It is only referring to what is believed a fair 
estimate, in quoting ‘$50,000,000 jin ‘greenbacks’ 
will be missing on the final day of reckoning.’ 


Seventy-five thousand dollars is yet outstand- 
ing in the gold bank issues, under the act of 
1870; $3,700,000 Is unretired in the currency nots 
under the act of 1872; how much has disappeir¢d 
in national bank notes of the denominations of 
$5 to $100 cannot be estimated, as they continue 
to be issued, but a large sum is unretired in 
t-ese denominations of the early issues of 
banks that have liquidated. Of the discontinued 
issues, none of which are in circulation or have 
been issued for many years, $346.000 ig in $1, 
$166,000 in $2, $97,000 tn $500 and $25,000 in $100 
notes. Partialiy destroyed national bank notes 
are in part redeemable. The strunge item “‘frac- 
tional parts, $32,899."" is carried in the amounts 
of the paper money in circulation. 


Fractional currency, well remembered as the 
old ‘“‘shin plasters’’ was one of Uncle Satn's 
most profitable ventures. Less than $50,000,000 
was outstanding at any time, and with t.e re- 
sumption of specie payments Jan. 1, 1879. they 
were ordered retired and rapidly d@isappe#red. 
Today a specimen is a curiosity to the young 
generation and commands a premium, yet there 
is over $15,000,000 (20 years after they have ceased 
to circulate) to be redeened—an unaccounted 
for amount of 3% per cent of the total issue 
The'r life a8 a circulating medium was about 
15 years, making the annual average loss 2 
per cent. To quote treasury reports on that 
yet to be redeemed, ‘'$8,375,9% is officially esti- 
mated to have been destroyed."’ which amount 
was deducted from the Habilities of the gOv- 
ernment several years ago.

HE Southern Pacific Railroad is adopt- 
T ing for use in snow sheds and tun- 
nels the signal invented by E. Mm. 
Cutting, one of the company’s division fore- 
men of signals, to whom a patent was ts- 
sued covering this system in April last. Ac- 
cording to the Railroad Gazette it is one 
in which a single stationary lamp, with but 
one bull’s eye, is made to give two color 
indications, green for “‘proceed’’ and yellow 
for ‘“‘caution’’ (or red for stop). This is ac- 
complished by dividing the bull’s eye hori- 
zontally into two halves, and by providing 
shutters by which the halves may be al- 
ternately blinded. It was desired to pro- 
duce a signal with the lightest possible 
movable parts, in order to work it by an 
electric motor of small] capacity and as the 
conditions in the snowsheds alternate ir- 
regularly between darkness and daylight. 
it was desired to give both the go-ahead 
and the adverse indications for both con- 
ditions at all times and in as nearly uni- 
farm style as possible. The Southern Pa- 
cific uses green for the “‘go-ahead” indi- 
cation, so that the absence of a colored 
glass or other translucent substance can- 
not he made to effect a night indication. 
In experimenting with strips of colored cel- 
luloid, Mr. Cutting discovered that a fairly 
good night indication could be given with 
one-half of the ordinary round disk, and he 
proceeded to devise a signal on the basis 
of this fact. At distances up to a mile, a 
light given by a half disk of colored glass 
is not distinguishable from a full disk

‘Immense Copper Nugget for the Worild’s Fair. a 


UNIQUE feature of the Alaska ex- 
A hibit at the World's Fair next year 

will be an immense nugget of solid 
copper, weighing apyroximately four tons 
and measuring 11 cubic feet. 

The nugget lies on the open ground on 
Nugget Creek near the headwaters of the 
Kuskalina river, about 120 miles from 
Valdes. The plat on which the nugget 
lies forms part of a mining clai::.owned 
by J. McCarthy, who is making arrenge- 
ments for bringing the stone to the coast 

It is estimated that it will cost $2000 to 
transport the nugget to the coast. The 
task will be undertaken as soon as the trail 
to Valdes gets in proper condition, which 
will be perhaps a month. In order to 
haul it, it will be necessarw to construct 
a special sled for the purpose, and owing 
to its great weight it will be impracticable 
to cross some of the bridges with it. This 
will necessitate making several long de- 
tours from the route of the government 
trail. 

The stone’ must be brought out intact 
is it cannot be cut or broken where it lies. 
While small pleces have been broken off 
with cold chisels, to undertake to cut the 
nugget In two by that means would prove 
a herculean task. The work might be done 
with specially constructed saws, but it is 
doubtful.
